The climax came y esterday 
when Yanniee went to the farm to get 
the cow and ship her to Hamilton. 
The complaint

bu siness and affairs of Walker, he 
was retained y esterday to go on get 
the cow.

farm 
and 
Yanniee finally was forced to climb 
into the hay mow for safety , he de­ 
clares. 


The three men gathered arou nd the 
foot of the ladder and dared Yan­ 
niee to come down, threatening to 
kill him if he did so, Yanniee 
say s. 
Mr. Yanniee fou nd a clu b in the hay 
mow an*l forced his way down. 
As 
he started to leav e the farm, it is al­ 
leged, Walker made another attack 
on him and forced him into a stall. 
According to Yanniee, Walker acted 
like an enraged bu ll, and the fact 
that he had a razor in his pocket, he 
say s, is all that sav ed 
him 
from 
from bodily harm. 
Yanniee had mov ed an office desk 
that morning and slipped the razor 
into his pocket 
from 
the 
desk. 
When 
Mr. Walker 
had him 
cor­ 
nered 
in the 
stall, it 
was 
only 
by threats of catting him that Yan­ 
niee was allowed to go he say s. W hile 
on the way to the ear, Walker and 
the two men followed Yanniee,

was on the highway . 


According to attorney s,

er's property and any thing done in

asking for the repeal of the prov is­ 
ion in the Panama canal act 
which 
ex empts v essels engaged 
in 
coast­ 
wise trade of the United States from 
the pay ment of tolls. 
The message 
follows : 
“Gentlemen of 
the 
Congress : 
I 
hav e come to y ou on an errand which 
can he v ery briefly performed, bu t 1 
beg that y ou will not measu re its im- 
portance by the nu mber of sentences 
in which 1 state it. 
No commu nica­ 
tion I hav e addressed to congress 
carried with it grav er or more fa**- 
reaching implications to the inter s , 
of tlie cou ntry , and I come now to 
peak u pon a matter with regard to 
which I am charged in a pecu liar de­ 
gree, by the constitu tion itself, with 
!» ersonal responsibility . 
“ I hav e com » to ask for the repeal 
of that prov ision of the Panama 
Canal act of Au gu st 24. 19 12, which 
ex empts 
v essels 
engaged 
in 
the 
coastwise trade of the United Statts 
from pay ment of tolls, and to u rg<. 
u pon y ou the ju stice, the wisdom and 
the large policy of su ch a repeal, with 
the u tmost earnestness of which I am 
a pa hie. 
“In my ju dgment, v ery fid'v con­ 
sidered and matu rely formed, that 
ex emption 
constitu tes 
a 
mistaken 
economic policy from ev ery point of 
v iew, and is, moreov er, in plain con­ 
trav ention of the treaty with Great 
Britain concerning the canal con­ 
clu ded on Nov . 18 , 19 9 L. 
Bu ‘ I hav e 
not come to y ou to u rge my personal 
v iews. 
1 hav e come to state to y ou 
a fact and a situ ation. 
Whatev er 
may he ou r differences of 
opinion 
concerning this mu ch-debated mea­ 
su re, its meaning is not debated ou t­ 
side the United States. 
“Ev ery where else the langu age of 
the treaty is giv en bu t one interpre­ 
tation, and that interpretation pre­ 
clu des the ex emption I am asking y ou 
to repeal. We consented to the treaty ; 
its langu age we accepted, if we did 
not originate it ; and we are too big, 
too powerfu l, too self-respecting a 
nation to interpret with too strained 
or refined a reading the words of ou r 
own promises ju st becau se we hav e 
power enou gh to giv e u s leav e to read 
them as we please. 
“The large tiling to do is the only 
thing we can afford to do, a v olu n­ 
tary 
withdrawal 
from a 
position 
ev ery where qu estioned and misu nder­ 
stood. 
We ou ght to rev erse ou r ac­ 
tion 
withou t raising 
the qu estion 
whether we were right or wrong, and 
so once deserv e ou r repu tation for 
generosity and 
the redemption of 
ev ery obligation withou t a qu ibble or 
hesitation. 
“I ask this of y ou in su pport of 
the foreign policy of the “dministra- 
tion.

There is so 
much “ snap” and “ ginger” to the 
Tango, which makes it really all play 
and dance, that it is almost i m p o s s ­ 
ible to resist its temptations and 
snares, and old and young, in fact, 
people of all walks of life are en­ 
snared into its meshes.
